Any eriter eho expecte to sei] consistent 
ly aust fece the job reelisticslly. There's 
mo sense in living in @ dreem seorid. No one 
ever ate by serely closing Sis eyes, ¢rcss- 
ing hie fingers enc welking uncer « leccer, 
ehile holeing s 4-leef slower. You heve #ot 
to unceretenc the concitions, ena geet then 
as prectically es possible. Only in thet se 
ere you likely to sell, if you send the rent 
ms. to the right ecitor et the rignt tise. 





The first lesson you need to learn, enc 

is « bera one, is thet until you can reslly 
ee\) yourself, no one else will be interest 
ea in selling you. So many writers thing if 
only they had @ good sgent, they'd be selli- 
ing on @ per with the big neme eriters they 
see in the big magezines month sfter sonth. 
They Go not stop to think thet those eriters 
ere (1) proijucing « lerge volume of seladiec 
copy; (2) ere eble to ring the beli five or 
ein times in every seven or eight. In other 
words, they not only produce stuff their a- 
gents cen sell for a big price, but they cc 
it more consistently then sost big leafuers 
beat out hits. Until you ere earning st least 
$1,500 or $2,000 @ year (§150 or $200 at the 
ssuel 10% commission for the agent), you're 
not en ettrective “horse* for » reputed e 
gent to bet om. and that does not seen, sey 
SO seles at gO each either (Commission, §6 
@ sele). 


Look at it from the egent's angle. eis 
selling writers' stories to the die slicks, 
ehioh todey stert et « ginisum of g700 each 
f short stories $3,000 words jong or ione- 
er, enc tc he secondary merkets, thet prot 
ably pay $200 or more as @ ginimus. When an 
editor peys such emounts as those, he sants 
to get some service from the sgent, #ho 
@xpects to weed out the impossible 
less ms. It would be foolish, therefco 
an agent to gO eroune peddling @50 st. 
in the hope thet they just possibly mi 
stick. Yet that is whet the greet ma! 
edvertising “oritico-eagents” ere doing, 
less they «xnow the score snd cynicslly ma« 
their money by cherging you lerge sums to re 
vise your mss., end then holécing them until 
you get tired of no results, end resolve ¢ 
try enother “egent”. I know e number of rep- 
Uteble egents, who ere not interested in emn 
widely selling pulp eriters, unless they're 
selling book lengths or serials. The reas 

ehich most #eriters can 


is thet e2? l¢ es word, 

sclleet for themselves, there just is not «4 
living in it for the agent. The egents, who 
io handle pulp eriters, do so Seceuse these 
eriters form e beck-log that pays their of- 
fice overhead. Cr they nurse @ secret azbdi- 
tion to groom their pulp clients into siic« 
writers; hendling pulp slices them en easy, 
fairly short eemble thet they can 4ig¢ up nes 
eriters ss replacements for the ones rho die 
or @o cry.

Sut your chences are s lot better, 
i ¢e5 esesure you surely, to come in vie the 
slush pile until you cen command the selling 
skill of « reslly respected egent. an irres- 
ponsible “coritice-egent™ can ¢o s good young 
writer's reputetion end future resliy irrep- 
erebdle hers. 


The second lesson then, for « eriter #ith- 
Out whet it tekes to storm end conquer slick 
markets, is to learn to distinguish ehether 
bes the type of writer, eho should build his 
oreftemanship ena reputetion slowly in that 
ereet field or the eapll, low pay magazines 
or whether he should coneoentrete on learniv 
to write for the big magerines elone. There 
ere plenty of writers whose idess «ere slick 
in epprosech. It is foolish for them to erite 
homely little stories of enterteingent. Yet 
they must recognize thet it is “egeinst the 
percenteges” or ordinery probebility, if in 
less than 5 years they begin to get cheeks. 
évery eriter is = lew unto himself. He hes to 
learn to erite, enc he hes to jive suffici- 
ently to heve something to sey. Some fole & 
either or both of these things elagost over- 
might. Bith others, both tesks ere sice end 
peinful. 


The third lesson for the upeoming eriter, 
therefore, is to study sercets. Study, stucy 
enc study until he oen tell why « story the 
editor used, but which he thinks is no darn 
@ooc, is in there; until he cen teke « sto- 
ry epert end Know why every scene is in it, 
ena shy scenes he would heve used, sre not. 

itil he reelly understands scene construc- 
ion, the use of form enc emotions] cremsti- 
etion of meaningful ideas.
